The Old Ye Old Year: and the New 


When the great guns along the 
western battle front in Europe were 
silenced at the eleventh hour on the 
eleventh day of the cleventh. month 
in 1918, by the signing of the -armis- 
tice most. people throughout «the 
world expected that before another 
twelvemonth: expired a Peace Treaty, 
would be-drafted and ratified andj 
brought into full force and effect. But 
more than a year has passed and, at 
the time of writing, the nations of| 
the world.are still technically at war, 
although actual fighting ceased on 
«November 11, 1918. 


- Although peace has not yet come 
in its fullness, the year now closing 
has been a memorable one in the 
history of the world. It has. wit- 
nessed the drafting and acceptance 
by most nations of a covenant of a 
Leagtte of Nations for the preserva- 
tion .of peace once it is established; 
it has -scen incorporated in that cov- 
enant. the new Magna-~ Charta of 
Labor. Thus has the foundation, been 
laid for better rclationships,. not only 
between nations, but. between two of 
the outstanding classes to be found 
in. a-nation, and which in the past 
have been “suspicious of and antagon- 
istic: towards cacli other.

In the year that has 
since passed, we-believe, speaking; 
gencrally, that the people of Canada 
have striken to keep faith. The po- 
litical awakening among the people, 
to which reference has becn made, | 
is the outcome of a desire that Can- 
ada shall be made a better land. The 
splendid efforts put forth by all peo- 
ple to assist in the work of the re- 
establishment of returning ~soldiers 
in civil life, and the care’ which has 
been given to the maimed. and sick, 
and the dependents. of the fallen, is 


matter and is absolutely © ‘ 


that Canada.as a nation might keep 
faith: and “clean up” -its war. obliga- 
tions; The re-awakening of the peo- 
ple. in -regrd to matters of educa- 
tion, public health, community | ser- 
vice, and the forward movement in 
the churches, and the earnest efforts 
being exerted in many quarters to 
bring about “a better understanding 
between employers and employees, 


are all the result of an honest con-}- 


viction. that the Canadian people 
must keep faith with their glorious 
and heroic dead. 4 

Despite adverse crop conditions in 
many parts of the West, industrial 
unrest and trouble, political uncer- 
tainty, and the delay in peace ratifi- 
cation, resulting in commercial han- 
dicaps and losses, coupled with the 
still mounting cost of living as a re- 
sult of these and other untoward con- 
ditions,"Canada has gone ahead and 
prospered. And if our people in the 
new year now dawning continue to 
| be inspired with the thought, and ani-j 
mated by a ‘pressing .desire to keep 
faith with those wlto died that>Can- 
jada might live and be free, then the 
year wpon which we are ‘entering will 
prove glorious in the annals of this 
Dominion. 

But’ it is only in steadfastly keop: 
ing the faith that this young, vigorous !P 
and promising nation can become the 
mighty influence for good in the 
world that its present position, so 
dearly won for it by the soldiers of 
Canada, entitles it to wield. And to 
become truly great and a power for 
good among the nations, it is not suf- 
ficient ‘that Canada should produce 
great crops of wheat, develop great 
herds of cattle and other livestock, 
and. enormously expand its export 
trade throughout the world. These 
are important and necessary, but it 
is even more important that high 
ideals should be cultivated, that edu- 
cation should be general, that the 
moral life of our people be raised to 
a higher plane, that the health and 
physical standard of people be im- 
proved, that unity in purpose and na- 
tional ideals should prevail. 

In a word,’ Canadians as a people 
should adopt the word “co-operation” 
as- their national watchword in 1920. 
The principle of-co-operation draws 
the whole community together. It 
breaks down barriers. It unites the 
state. It gives hope to the humblest 
toiler- And it.strengthens the. great 
‘moral ideal of duty, without* which 
no state can. endure.

, Canadian Wild Game 


Dogs Chasing-Game May Be Shot at) they had seventeen lambs. 


Sight By Park Officials ~ 
Regulations giving protection to 
game in Dominion parks, published in 
this week’s Canada Gazette, forbid 


minion park, or the possession of any 
game or trophics of the chase within 
such confines. Nests of wild birds 
must not be disturbed, and cats, ex- 
cept under exceptional circumstances, 
are to be shot at sight by forest offi- 
cers, Where the 
deems necessary he may issue a li- 
cence for keeping a cat, and all dogs 
must be licensed. Dogs chasing or 
molesting game may be shot at sight 
by park officials. 

Persons residing in, visiting, or 
travelling through the Dominion 
parks with firearms in. their posses- 
sion must have those firearms seal- 
ed up on entry and the seal must 
not be broken except by a-duly au- 
thorized officer. Rifles or guns may 
be confiscated, if unsealed, and the 
person owning them be subject to 
further penalties. Parties travelling 
through Dominion parks must rcgis- 
ter their firearms, the route to be 
travelled, etc., with park officers and 
stringent regulations ‘are also pro- 
vided to prevent the’ setting out of 
poison*or gas for taking, injiring or 
destroying game at any time of the 
year. The maximum penalty set out 
is'$500 or six months’ imprisonment.

Photographing the Mcon 


Photograph Taken Shows Craters of 
Long Extinct Volcanoes 


The latest and best photograph of 


the moon, taken with the help of the, 


big telescope at the Mt. Wilson Ob- 
servatory in California, shows 4 por- 
tion of the surface of that “bleak, 
Stark satellite’ on a ‘scale of fifty 
miles to dn inch, and one must admit 
that Homer, had he scen it, would 
prebably have hesitated to describe 
the moon as a “silver-footed queen.” 
One sees the craters of long extinct 
volcanocs, their depths lost in skad- 
ow, and in the middle of the photo- 
graph lies the plain, surrounded by 
mountains, that ancient astronomers 
thought might be an occan, and nam-

| shou be Gonstrved in the Sphere 
Of its Greatest Efficiency 

| A scrious warning to the Govern- 
ment and peaple of Alberta regard- 
ing the use of natural gas for power 
development on a large scale is con- 
tained in a report on “Power in Al- 
berta,” which has just heen issued 
by James White, M.E.1.C., assistant 
to chairman, deputy head, Comimis- 
sioner of Conservation. Mr, White 
refers to the great value of this nat- 
ural asset, pointing out that at a cost 
of 19 cents per thousand it compared 
with $1:00 per thousand in Toronto— 
the lowest figure on the continent for 
coal gas—and at the same time had 
a heating value 75 to 100 per cent. 
greater. Towever, attention is cal- 
Ied to these features of the situation: 

Owing to its unique characteristics 
its special adaptability for various 
purposes, and the possibility of its 
rapid exhaustion, natural gas should 
be ‘zealously conserved for jse in its 
sphere of greatest cficiency. In my 
judgment, this sphere is not the.dev- 
clopment of power on a wholesale 
scale,

According to latest ob- 
servations the timber wolves are 
gathering into large packs and_al- 
ready destroying game. 

There are very few rabbits, accord- 
ing to the constable’s report, but 
mice, he states, are plentiful and will

Moose is - abundant, and -caribou 


from the karren lands are coming 
down in large herds, The common 
wood deer is very plentiful and jump- 
ing deer have been seen in large 
numbers. around Sturgeon Lake, The 
elk are rare this year, only a very 
few of these animals having been 
seen by the Indians. 

Throughout the sé¢ason the wild 
fowl, such a8 duck, gecse, cormor- 
ants, etc, were seen in large num- 
bers.

Medals For Cities of France 


To the French, a City Is Something} 
With an Individuality, a Per- 
sonality, a Soul 

It is characteristically French that 
citics, like individual soldiers, are de-; 
corated for exceptional heroism in 
war. To the French a city is more 
than a collection of houses -- it is 
something with an individuality, a 
personality, a soul. Thus Paris, which 
has just been given the Legion of 
Honor, ig praised by Premier Clem- 


enceau, in the citation read before the 


army, for its patriotic faith, One of 
the few things in Verdun that escap- 
ed utter destruction is the monument, 
near the St. Paul gate, that comrmem- 
orates: the defense of the city in 1870. 
But for its defense in the great war 
Verdun has received honors never 
conferred on a city before—not only 
the Croix de Guerre and the Legion 
of Honor from France, but the most 
distinguished war decorations of 
Great Britain, Italy, Beigium, Serbia, 
Montenegro, and Japan. 
Potash From Vesuvius 

A French paper points out that be- 
fore the war German chemists were 
making experiments with the lava 
from the Itallan volcanocs, The 
journal suggests that the Italians 
would do well to look to this industry 
themselves. Potash abounds, especial- 
ly in the lava of Vesuvius, and is 
found in some degree in the fava of 
all the Italian volcanoes,

It is derived from 
a cross tnade in 1903 between the 
well-known variety Swedish Select 
and a hulless oat from China, The 
new variety is decidedly superior to 
the old Chinese sort. Threshing out 
free from hull, thiis type of oat fur- 
nishes a concentrated product of ex- 
sl ceately high value which has only 
to be ground in order to make most 
excellent feed, especially for young 
pigs and chickens. When carefully 
enough cleaned for use as hunian 
food, it makes meal of surprisingly 
fine quality. The Liberty oat has 
very good ficld characters, being ra- 
ther carly in ripening 
reasonably stiff straw. The yield (30 
far as kernel is concerned) is equal 
to about seven-cighths- of that of Ban- 
ner oats. Farmers who are interest- 
ed in the raising of hogs and chickens 
are strongly advised to give this new 
oat a trial It has already proven 
extremely satisfactory in some dis- 
tricts, 


Canada Compliments 
Admiral Tyrwhitt 


His Gallant Ship Will Live. in the 
Annals of the British Navy 

Canadians have a vivid and admir- 
ing recollection of the dashing ex- 
ploits of Commander (now Admiral): 
Tyrwhitt during the war. Tyrwhitt 
was in the. thick of scveral cngage- 
ments as the commander of destroy- 
er flotillas, His flagship, which earn- 
ed the name of the “Saucy Arethusa,” 


‘and having’ 


was the focus of German gunfire in - 


the battle near Heligoland in August, 
1914, and continued to fight with the 
only gun not disabled until the enemy 
fled. In 1915 the Arethusa torpedoed _ 
and sank the German armorcd cruiser 
Blucher, which had raided the Eng- 
lish coast, ; 

Tyrwhitt’s gallant ship was ntined 
and destroyed on February 14, 1916, 
with the loss of eleven men; But she 
will live in the annals of the British 
navy, and Canada also has com- 
memorated her and her brilliant 
commander by conferring — thelr 
names on two 9,000-foot peaks on 
cither side of a pass in the Rocky 
Mountains in about latitude 50 de- 
grees 36 minutes, Acknowledging 
the tribute, Admiral Tyrwhitt wrote 
to the secretary of the Georgraphic 
Board of Canada, saying: “It is an 
honor I never expected, and shall 
never forget.” Tyrwhitt and Areth- 
usa are names that for all time will 
stand in Canada high indeed!— From 
the Toronto Globe, ;

Of Ontario 


Premier E. C.. Drury, addressing 
the Canadian Club at Toronto recent- 
ly, was given a very cordial reception;

One ton of sugar beets carries 280 
lbs. of digestible nutrients, as com- 
pared with 354 Ibs. for corn silage or 
344 Ibs. for wet brewers’ grains. Fig- 
uring corn silage at $10 a ton, 110 Ibs. 
of digestible nutrients would cost 
$2.82. Figuring sugar bects at $8 a 
ton, 100 Ibs. of digestible nutrients 
would. cost $2,86, as compared with 
$2,69 for 100 lbs. of digestible nutri- 
ents in west brewers’ grains rated at 
$9 a> ton» It must be admitted, how- 
ever, ‘that sugar. beets. are cven more 
palatable than silage inasmuch as they 
contain only natural rather than fer- 
mented juices. It would secm, therc- 
fore, appropriate to suggest that if 
silage is worth. from $8 to $10 a ton 
in- the silo, sugar. beets should be 
avorth from $6 to $8 a ton in the pit.

Parcels and Insured’ Correspondence 
‘Will Not Be Accepted 

The Postmaster-General has made 
arrangements for the establishment:of 
an air mail service between London 
and Paris. The service: will extend 
to France generally, Italy, Spain and 
Switzerland. Registered and unreg- 
istered letters, _postcards, packets of 
printed papers and commercial papers 
and samples will be accepted. for 
transmission. Parcels and insured 
correspondence’ will not be accepted. 
A’ special fee of 2s. 6d. per ounce 
will be ‘charged: in additfon to the 
ordinary foreign postage and _registra- 
tion fee, where payable. 

The correspondence will be, con- 
veyed to Paris by aeroplane, arriving 
in normal conditions in time’ for de- 
livery in Paris in business hours the 
same day. Correspondence addressed 
to Paris will thus-be accelerated by 
about 16 hours, . Corréspondence for 
places beyond Paris will be forward- 
ed by the next available train. Cor- 
respondence for places in France will 
be delivered by express on arrival at 
the office of destination; correspond- 
ence for countries beyond France will 
normally be accelerated’ by 24 hours. 

In the inward direction correspon- 
dence posted in Paris in the morning 
will normally: reach London in time 
for delivery in Central London during 
business hours on the same day. It 
will be delivered immediately on ar- 
rival by express messenger without 
additional charge. Correspondence 
for provincial towns will be forwarded 
by the next dispatch from London, 
and will usually gain 24 hours in 
delivery. | :

“Can an cight-hour day be made 
universal?” was a question propound- 
ed at the 45th annual meeting of-the 
Dominion: Grange, Toronto, by J. C. 
Dixon. of Warfield, master of the 
Grange. . Mr.. Dixon answered his 
question in the affirmative with refer- 
ence to the farm, but said it would 
mean people would have to pay 30 
cents a quart for milk, $2 a peck for 
potatoes, $5 a bushel for wheat, and 
$1 a pound for butter. 

“Yes, an* cight-hour day. on the 
farm can be made perfectly practic- 


able,” he said, “and entirely work-|. 


able the moment every other econ- 
omic structure of this country is ad- 
justed to the point that,farm produce, 
like other. products, shall be paid for 
on the. basis of cost of producing, 
plus a profit, When that time comes, 
it does not matter what the Cost: of 
production’ may be, even how many 
hours constitute a day’s labor on the 
farm, Even two shifts of farm labor 
may be employed, provided the farm- 
er may charge that labor into the 
cost of production in what -he sells.”
